der. The cylinder is divided into 
'spaces corresponding to minutes and 
seconds, and the mark consequently 
indicates the precise fraction of time 
at which the star' arrived at a given 
place in the sky. How that is checked 
against other observations, taken at 
different localities in exactly the Baine 
way, and forms the basis of a calcula- 
tion by which the chronometers of 
the world are adjusted, is something 
I won't attempt to explain. 

"The point I had in mind is this: 
The pressing of the button and mak- 
ing the mark on the cylinder is the- 
oretically instantaneous, but really it 
isn't. Between the instant that the 
observer sees the star touch the line 
and the instant that his finger pushes 
the button, is a brief lapse of time 
consumed by the transit of the im- 
pulse from hie brain to his hand. T< 
the non-scientitic man it would seen; 
absurd to take account of 6uch in- 
finitesimal intervals, but in delicate 
calculations they are highly impor- 
tant. Not long ago an instrument 
was built that records tire exact speed 
of brain impulse in different people. 
The subject is told to press a button 
as soon as a figure appears on a dial, 
and it takes the average person nearly 
half a second to do so. That interval, 
required by the nerves to do their 
telegraphing from the eye to the 
finger tip, is now taken into consid 
oration in making the computations 
^ior standard time. By failing to al 
^low for it in the past, the chronometers 
have boon in error from five to ten 
seconds a year. The detail is curious- 
ly impressive because it shows what 
extraordinary pains are taken to se- 
cure absolute accuracy." — N. 0. 

TALKING WITH AN ARMENIAN. 

His Russian Translated Into German by 
Telephone. 

"Zdravstooeetyeh, Soodarl Govo-

Do you speak Rus- 
sian?) 

A well-dressed stranger thus greet- 
ed me in my office. But though the 
salutation was Russian, the accent was 
not, and the dress and type had in 
them something of theorient. 

Now, my Russian, outside of the 
most absolutely necessary phrases for 
traveling, consists of the question: 
"Is there anyone here who speaks 
English, German or French?" so I 
replied: "Ya ponemayoo nemnovo, 
no govoreet ne oorayayoo po-rooskee," 
which being interpreted means: "I 
understand Russian a little, but do 
not speak it." I then learned that my 
caller was an Armenian, and that he 
evidently meant business of some 
kind, but just what was the puzzle. 
French and German were all Greek 
to him. 

After grinning at each othera min- 
ute or 60 1 remembered that I had an 
acquaintance in the technical high 
school who, being a Bulgarian, could 
manage to understand and be under- 
stood by Russians (the language be- 
ing about as similar as Spanish and 
Portuguese or Italian); and while 
his German, like that of most 
Slavs, including the Bohemian, 
had a "burr" on it which casts 
Scotch-English into the shade, 
it was good enough for all prac- 
tical purposes. So I motioned to my 
visitor to wait a little, and had the 
/'polytechnian" called up on the 
'{jh.jiio. It took, luckily, but a few 
minutes to have the young Bogdanoff 
{Theodore-son, we would make it) 
brought up to the instrument, and 
thence on it was pretty plain sailing. 
The Armenian informed the Bul- 
garian in Russiun what he wanted; 
the Bulgarian told me in German, 
and so on, to the end of the chapter, 
which was a uleasunt one. — Ainericaa

BREAD MADE BY MACHINERY. 

Ingenious Device Lately Invented for 
Extensive Bakers. 

That tedious process which every 
housewife, as well as every baker, 
dreads — kneading bread — is now 
done by a machine. 

It has been evolved fromtheferiile 
brain of Peter Bryce, of Indianapolis. 
This apparently simple combination 
of cogs and wheels, pans and linked 
chains, -can do the work of eight ex- 
pert bakers, and do better work. The 
object of its construction, primarily, 
is to knead and shape the dough into 
loaves, and the lightning rapidity 
with which the sticky, shapeless mass 
is transformed into smooth, round 
loaves is marvelous. 

Sixty loaves a minutes — 12,000 
loaves a day — is its record, and its 
inventor claims that the end is not 
yet. 

Misshapen lumps of dough are 
placed in pans fastened on an endless 
linked chain, which dumps their con- 
tents into the maw of thecontrivance, 
They are quickly sucked between rap- 
idly moving rollers, becoming smaller 
and smaller until, nearly perfect, they 
are thrown, one at a time, into a cai 
vas cradle, which deftly rolls them
